33. (New) A method of treating a disease attended by activation of N-type calcium 
channel in a mammal, which comprises administering one or more of the compounds of 
Claim 1 , to said mammal. 

34. (New) The method of Claim 33, wherein said disease is an acute stage of 
ischemic cerebrovascular disorder caused by cerebral infarction or intracerebral bleeding. 

35. (New) The method of Claim 33, wherein said disease is a progressive 
neurodegenerative disease. 

36. (New) The method of Claim 35, wherein said progressive neurodegenerative 
disease is selected from the group consisting of Alzheimer's disease, AIDS related dementia, 
Parkinson's disease, dementia due to cerebrovascular disorder and ALS. 

37. (New) The method of Claim 33, wherein said disease is neuropathy due to head 

injury. 



38. (New) The method of Claim 33, wherein said disease is spinal injury, diabetes, 
thromboangitis obliterans, postoperative pain, migraine or visceral pain. 

39. (New) The method of Claim 33, wherein said disease is an addiction attended by 
withdrawal symptoms. 

40. (New) A pharmaceutical composition, which comprises: 

a) one or more of the dihydropyrimidine derivatives of Claim 1, and 

b) a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier. 



REMARKS 

Claims 31-40 have been added. Claims 12, 13, 23-25 and 27-30 have been canceled. 
Hence, Claims 1-11, 14-22, 26, 31-40 are now active in this case.
